For if 
oncethis licentiouſnes of wicked fraud 
be admitted, tremble to ſpeake what 
daunger is like to enſue of raſing and 
tdhdooing religion, for if we take a« 
way any parte ofthe Catholicke faith, 
ſtraight waies other partes; and after 
that other, and againe other, and that 
asit were of ctiftome and by law ſhall 
be abandoned, And what followeth 
when euery parte by litle and litle is 2- 
boliſhed but that in concluſion the 
wholle corps of religion at one blow 
bercfuſed and reicted. And contra- 
riwiſe ifnew things and olde, forraine 
and domeſticall, prophane and facred, 
begin once to be confounded togither 
then muſt needs this cuſtome generally 
folow, that nothing hereafter remaine

withour corruption, nothing founde,

wolves, but the cruell & dogged opi- 
nions of herericks, which alwatzs trou- 
ble the ſheepfoldes of che Church, and 
byall meanes poſſible tearc in /peeces 
the flocke of Chriſt. But to thend they 
may more craftely ſer ypon the ſheepe'

ried yp with. the handes of Angells,

# wordesthe Summe of all 
that which in theſe two commonitorie 
bookes hath bene ſpoken, We ſaied in 
the premifles that this alwaies hath 
bene andat thisday is the cuſtome of 
Catholickes ro try and cxamine true 
faith two manner of waies. Firſt by the 
authoritie of the deuine ſcripture: fe- 
condly by the tradition of the Catho= 
licke Church, not becauſe the Canoni= 
call ſcripture is not ofit ſelfe ſufficient 
for all thinges, bur becauſe yeric mavy 


expounding Gods word at there owne 
| pleaſure 
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leaſure, doe thereby bring forth and 
\vpdiuersopinios & errots, And 
forth MT irece te that the 
interptetatis! of the diuine ſcripture be 
directed according to the one onely 
rule of the Churches vnderſtiding: e- 
ſpecially in thoſe queſtiss ypon which 
the foundatis of the whole Catholicke 
religion doth deped. Likewiſe we ſaid 
that in the Church we had to conſider 
the conſent both: of vniuerſalitic and 
 antiquitie, ſo that we be neither caried 
4 way from ſound vnitie to ſchiſme nor 
yet caſt headlong fr6 antiquitie of reli= 
gion intothe daungerous gulfe of he- 
rericall nouelties. We ſaid alfo thatin 
antiquity we had dil:gently to obſerue 
and ſeriouſly to confider two thinges, 
vnto which all thoſe that- will not bee 
heretickes muſt of neceſſitie ſtand, The 
firſt is, that which hath in oulde time 

| bene determined by all the biſhopes of 
[| che Catholicke Church by authority of 
[| - Tgenerall Councell. The Lend is that 
ii if any new queſtion did ariſe in which 
q  thederermination ofa Councell were 
' not to be found that then we ought ro 
haue 
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hate recourſe to the ſayings ofthe ho- 
ly fathers, bur yet of thete only wao in 
theire time and place were probable 
maiſters, being ſuch as lived and died 
ta the vnitie of rhe communion and 
faith. And whatfocuer we knew that 
they belecued & raughr wit'2 one mind 
and confente to judge and take that 
without all ſcruple to be the true and 
Catholicke Religion of the Church, 

And leaſt any man might think that 
we faied this rather of preſumption thE 
of any authoritie of the Church, we 
pauc 20 example of the holy Councell 
f oltden almoſt three yeeres fhithence at 
Epheſus a Citicin Afiain the time of 
theright honorable Councels Baſſes && 
eAntixchas, in which diſputation was 
had of conſticuring and fetting downe 
rules offaith: and leaſt there might by 
chance {ome prophane Noueltie creep 
in,as happened at that perfidious mee 
ting in Ariminum this was reputedand 
thought the moſt Catholicke, holy, & 
beſtcourſe to be taken, by the tudge» 
ment ofall the Biſhops there preſent, 
which were almoſt rwo :-hundred-in 
H number 
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'xoo | Tur Goryrn 
' number: thatthe opinions of theſe Fa- 
thers ſhould be brought forth of whs 
-it was certainethatſome of them had 
bene Martirs, diuerſe Confeffors, and 
all tro haue lived and died Catholicke 
Preiſts that by their authoritie, conſent 
and verdict, the oldreligion might be 
-rightlie and folemnely confirmed, and 
blaſphemoyus prophane nouelties con- 
demned, which being ſo done worthe- 
ly and iuſtlie, Neftorins was iudged to 
haue taught contrary tothe old Catho 
lickerelig16 and bleſled Cirilto haue 
maintained holy and ſacred antiquitie. 
And to theend nothing mightbe wan
